In  spite  of  its  organization,  the  Socratic  Honor  Society  includes  among  its 
members  all  those  alumnae  who  have  fulfilled  the  qualifications  for  membership 
from  the  time  Rockford  Seminary  was  chartered  as  Rockford  College  in  1SC)2.

It  has  been  the  purpose  of  the  Social  Service  Club  this  year  to  get  in  closer 
touch  with  the  social  work  in  the  city  by  means  of  speakers  from  town,  and  by 
the  active  work  of  club  members.  The  club  does  not  encourage  "joiners."  every 
girl  who  belongs  has  a  real,  vital  interest  in  it.  and  pledges  herself  to  work  at  least 
one  hour  a  week  in  some  branch  ol  the  city  social  work. 

Montague  Mouse  has  probably  been  the  most  popular  place  to  work.  Nearly 
every  day  has  found  some  member  of  the  club  teaching  a  cooking  class,  or  reading 
stories,  singing  and  plaving  games  with  the  children.  The  club  has  co-operated 
with  the  city  Y.  \\  .  C.  A.,  and  each  of  the  grade  school  girl  reserve  groups  has  as 
its  leader  a  member  of  the  club.  The  girls  have  also  worked  at  St.  Elizabeth's 
Center,  Illinois  Cottage,  and  at  the  federation  rooms  down  town.

The  club  this  year  has  been  fortunate  in  hearing  many  men  and  women  promi- 
nent in  scientfic  work.  The  first  visiting  speaker  for  this  year  was  Dr.  Lillian  G. 
Reynolds,  who  gave  an  account  ot  her  research  in  the  field  of  ancient  plants.  Dr. 
Oliver  H.  l'aker  of  the  United  States  Department  of  Agriculture,  Bureau  of  Land 
Economics,  told  of  agricultural  conditions  in  the  northwestern  states.  Mr.  Ernest 
L.  Stover,  Professor  of  Botan)  at  <  >hio  State  University,  also  addressed  the  Science 
Club  tli i s  year,  and  Dr.  Charles  C.  Colby  of  the  geography  department  of  the 
University  of  Chicago  gave  a  talk  on  the  economic  aspects  of  the  Appalachian 
region.  From  time  to  time  members  of  our  own  faculty  spoke  on  certain  phases  of 
their  work.  Dr.  Mullinix  gave  the  substance  of  one  of  his  research  papers  on 
qualitative  chemistry  without  the  use  of  hydrogen  sulphide.  Miss  Lupo  gave  an 
illustrated  lecture  on  tundra  vegetation  ot  Alaska.  Mr.  Cavan  spoke  on  "The  So- 
Called  Intelligence  Tests."  Another  illustrated  lecture  was  given  by  Dr.  Marshall 
from  her  new  collection  of  Alaskan  slides.

W  hen  the  Athletic  Association  revised  the  point  system  and  decided  to  award 
seventy-five  points  for  dancing  in  May  Party  and  twenty-five  for  Class  Day,  it 
gave  dancing  the  important  place  among  athletics  that  it  deserves.  This  year  the 
dancing  classes  are  larger  than  ever,  and  the  girls  have  a  right  to  he  proud  of  the 
progress  they  have  made. 

INTERPRETIVE  DANCING 

A  maze  of  vivid  greens,  gorgeous  reds,  rich  yellows,  and  pale  blues,  like 
autumn  leaves  and  spring  flowers  blended  together !  So  the  interpretive  dancing 
class  looks  to  the  casual  observer.  And  as  striking  as  the  colors  are  the  freedom 
and  abandon  of  the  dancers.  No  two  are  dancing  exactly  alike,  yet  there  is  almost 
perfect  harmony. 

Interpretive  dancing  calls  for  individual  expression,  which  is  only  secured  by 
real  appreciation  and  understanding  of  music.  To  the  lover  of  music  it  offers 
an  outlet  for  the  rhythm  which  seems  to  permeate  her,  and  to  her  who  has  never 
had  the  opportunity  to  learn  the  beauty  of  music,  it  promises  to  develop  any  latent 
musical  powers  that  she  may  have.  The  dancers  begin  with  interpretations  of 
simple  melodies :  Child  studies  like  "The  Bogie-Man"  and  "Sea-Shells"  ;  nature 
studies  including  "The  Brook,"  "Dawn,"  and  "Whirling  Leaves."  In  the  advanced 
classes,  the  dancers  attempt  to  express  the  spirit  of  musical  masterpieces. 

AESTHETIC  AND  FOLK  DANCING 

Aesthetic  dancing  is  as  fascinating  in  its  way  as  is  interpretive.  It  is  a  rare 
pleasure  to  see  the  advanced  dancers,  skilled  in  every  detail  of  technique,  executing 
difficult  tarantellas  and  ballet  dances.  The  very  uniformity  of  their  rhythmical 
movements  seems  marvelous  to  the  novice ;  not  one  dainty  foot  or  graceful  arm 
"out  of  step." 

The  beginning  classes  have  already  shown  a  great  deal  of  ability  in  folk- 
dancing.  They  put  into  their  dancing  that  spirit  of  play  and  friendliness  which 
is  always  noticeable  in  the  dances  of  the  folk  of  any  country.  At  the  Indoor 
Meet,  they  charmed  the  spectators  by  their  realistic  rendition  of  the  lively  Swedish 
"Oxdansen."
